has been known for mony cen- 
turies, usually starting in Eastern 
EBurepe and rapidly spreading 
over all the world.

-Now 
that the wind is comparatively 
slow in comparison with stream- 
lined trains and airplanes, it

The disease is undoubtedly 
present in mild form at all times. 
ffi the citics and densely popu- 
lated districts, but {t is only at 
Jong intervals that it reaches 
serious and epidemic proportions, 
Apparently an epidemic starts 
suddenly, but that is because our 
attention is not called to the first 
phasc.

S A general thing there are 

tliree phases to an epidemic. 
At first, there is a marked in- 
crease in the number of cases of 
simple grippe. The attack begins 
euddenly with chilliness accom- 
Pamnied by a feeling of weakness 
and apprehersion. This is fol- 
lowed by severe aching pains 
throughout the whole body, espe- 
Cially severe in the back, the legs 
and arms, with headache. 


There is a rapid rise of fever, 
Often quite high. The patient 
weakens very rapidly and in a 
very short time may become too 
weak to walk or sit up. He ‘ig 
listless and does not want to bé 
disturbed or moved. The face 
a@nd neck become fiushed, the 
eyes red and watery. 


There is a free discharge of 
filiid from the nose, the throat is 
sore and the voice husky. There 
is usually a dull aching pain 
under the upper end of the breast 
bone with a dry cough. In chil- 
dren, sick stomach and vomiting 
are common. The head and 
throat symptoms develop rapidly 
with a feeling of burning and 
irritation in nose, throat and 
upper chest with an increase in 
the cough and expectoration. The 
fever lasts for three or four days. 
gradually subsiding and recovery 
is quite rapid, 
eral weakness and often pro- 
longed bronchial cough, 


If the disease spreads to the 
bronchial tubes, recovery may be 
delayed a great deal by this 
complication. This type of the 
disease may be all we see for 
three to six weeks and it seems 
to sut-ide, then suddenly we. 
find the second type appearing, 
which is now showing up jn Chi- 
cago and other parts of the

px THIS phase, a large per cen’ 

of the patients develop severe 
bronchitis and pneumonia. The 
disease starts in the same way as 
the simple form with rapid de- 
velopment of serious lung com- 
plisa'ions. The bronchitis and 


pneumonia act like no . other 
forms of this disease. 


We see all degrees of them, but 
the great prostration and severe 
poisoning are far greater than 
should be expected. The pneu- 
mohia develops very rapidly and 
unless stopped quickly, death in 
from twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours is common. 


The breathing thatomes rapid, 
the fever rises and falls, the face 
grows blue and pinched. There 
may bé delirium, in which the 
patient feels he must get up and 
#0;to his work, opr he soon sinks 
itto a low muttering delirium. 
They grow worse.so.rapidiy. that 
no treatment has any effect. 

In the milder types the pros- 
tration: is »not-.se-.severe;.The 
coligh becomes loosened. with the 
spitting of blood stained sputum, 
the breathing is easier, the face 
is not so cyanotic. Recovery: is 
slow and. unjess complications 
appear, the condition slowly 
clears up.

Dr.:Wilhelm Frick, Who Takes Charge of the Saar, 


i Is a Reformer Who | 


HEN the people of the Saar 
voted a return to Germany 
they also voted for some new 
blue laws, although they prob- 
ably did not know this. However, 
the region is to be governed by 
Dr. Wilhelm Frick, and where 
Dr. Frick goes in, dancing and 
jazz go out. Now 55 years old, the 
Herr Docktor is a cold puritan- 
ical and somewhat hard-boiled 
official who will not hesitate to 
enact or decree the laws he likes. 
He is Minister of the Interior. 
Dr. Frick has been a leading 
figure in the Nazi thesis of kultur. 
During the World War he was 
kept out of actual fighting be- 
cause of a physical handicap, and 
became a Government official. In 
3923 he was a high police official 
in Munich. Suddenly along came 
Hitler with his famous beer hall 
“Sputsch” which .failed dismally. 
Frick did not see fit to arrest 
aitler. Instead -he joined him. 
This led to his arrest and sen-. 
tence to confinement for fourteen 
months. He was released in a 
‘few weeks, how — and from 
then on he wa‘ » of Hitler’s 
most enthusiastic ../°2s, 
“As Der Fuebr™'s icrtunes rose 
sa did Dr. Frick’s. Zn 1930 the 
Nazis won their first ministry,

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Pork, In Its Many Forms, Adds 
Richness and Flavor to Menus

por is one of the best liked 
and most economical nieats 
‘for winter menys, Even .when 
pork is “wp,” it ig a good bity be- 
cause a little of it goes a long 
way..It is rich and flavorsome 
and can be combined with cheap 
btuky foods for the main course. 
It is best served with vegetables 
and fruits or fruit sauces to 
balance its riehness. 

Pork comes in many forms, 
sausage and scrapple, cured hams 
and bacon, fresh pork cuts for 
frying, broiling or roasting, fresh 
or corned ribs, liver, heart.and 
kidneys. When well seasoned and 
thoroughly cooked any of these 
are so appetizing they make your 
mouth water. Have the roast for 
special occasions and send to the 
table with it sweet potatoes in 
some form. a savory dressing and 
a tart apple or cranberry sauce. 

Here are some. inexpensive 
pork dishes that you may not be 
familiar with 

wRoast Liver 


Have about two pounds pig’s 
liver cut in one piece or thick 
slices. Rub well with flour sea- 
soned with salt and pepper, Cut 
two slices of bacon into small 
pieces and fry until light brown. 
Remove from the pan and brown 
the liver on all sides. in the hot 
fat. Place the liver in a casserole 
and dot with the pieces of bacon. 
Peel . dozen small white onions 
and trim. and cut six stalks celery 
into small pieces. Saute these 
lightly in the bacon fat after the 
liver haS been removed. Add one 
No. 1 can of tomatoes. a teaspoon 
chopped parsley, six carrots 
peeled and sliced. and one-half 
pound green string beans, washed 
and cut into slivers. Simmer a 
few minutes and pour over. the 
meat. Cover and bake slowly for 
two hours. Enough for six. 
Baked Sauerkraut and Sausage 

Homely though it is. this is a 
grand dish for a cold evening. 
Use one and one-half pounds 
smoked or slightly more fresh 
pork sausage If you use the lat- 
ter, fry slowly until lightly 
browned on all sides, then slice. 
Open a large can of sauerkraut. 
In a buttered casserole, arrange 
alternate layers of sauerkraut. 
sliced sausages, finely minced 
onion and apple. Sprinkle with 
pepper, and a few caraway seeds 
if they are liked. Pour a cup of 
hot water over the dish, cover 
and bake until the sauerkraut is 
well flavored with the sausage, 
from one hour to one and one- 
half hours. Taste and if neces-

D° YOU consider your child 
dull? Have you ever told him 
that he looks, acts or is “‘stupid’’? 
Of course, you may not have 
meant it at the time.
